NEW COUNTRY HOME 


Proposal Is To Either Greatly Enlarge the Present 
Quarters or Move Further Into the Country 
To Get More Room. 


A magnificent country, ¢lub, with ex- 
tensive grounds, may be established by 
the Piedmont Driving Club as a result 
of the fire which destroyed the New 
York building and wrecked one wing of 
the club house proper early Thursday 


morning. 

President James R. McKeldin, of the 
club, will call a meeting of the mem- 
bership for about two weeks hence to 
pass on the question of greatly enlarg- 
ing the present quarters of the club, or 
selling all the Piedmont park property 
and moving to the country, where a new 


club house will be erected in the midst 
of extensive grounds. 

This meeting will be called as the re- 
sult of a decision reached by the board 
of. directors yesterday, when that body 
met to consider what should be done 
to remedy the evil wrought by the fire. 

The Piedmont Driving Club owns § 
acres of land in Piedmont park immedi- 
ately surrounding the club house. This 
land is estimated to be worth at least 
$40,000. In addition to this property, 
$11,300 insurance will be paid to the 
club, swelling its assets to over $60,000. 

The club was organized twenty years 
ago and purchased at that time nearly 
alj the property which is now known as 
Piedmont park. This land was then 


ewned by B. F. Walker and the build- 


ing now used as a club house was his 


residence. 

When the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition was launched in 1895 
the club surrendered all but §& acres 
of its land to the exposition company. 
The New York building, which was de- 
stroyed by, fire, was erected by the state 
for which the building was named, on 
the land of the club, with the stipula- 
tion that after the exposition the build- 
ing should become the club’s property. 

It has beqn the rule of the club that 
new members, instead of paying initia- 
tion fees, should invest in a $50 bond of 
the club, and there are now outstand- 
ing some $25,000 of these bonds. In the 
course of the next few days circular 
letters will be issued to the members 
by President McKeldin in which they 
will be requested to buy these bonds 
and let the $50 paid for them pass as 
an ordinary initiation fee. This will re- 


move every incumbrance on the club’s/: 


property. 

The club is in the most prosperous era 
of its existence, having over 400 mem- 
bers and owing no debts whatever, aside 
from the bonds held by the members. 
A number of the members have volun- 
= agreed to surrender these to the! 
club. 

Just what action the club membership 
will take on the quéstion of moving or 
enlarging and improving the present 
property cannot be forecasted, but it is 
Aon gat that many members favor mov- 
ng.

“He does not like Hoke Smith, and personally you have always been very kind to him while differing 
with him politically. Your attitude toward him personally, and the other populists of Georgia, has been in 
striking contrast with that of The Atlanta Journal, which Mr. Watson ordered discontinued from his home be- 
couse he was unwilling to have it go to his house.

The supreme court of Georgia render- 
ed an interesting decision yesterday in- 
volving the rights of municipalities in 
the matter of regulating pawnbrokers, in 
which it is held that in the. exercise of 
such powers no municipality has the 
right to enact any legislation permitting 
pawnbrokers to charge a usurious rate 
of interest. 

The case is that of Lockwood v. Muhl- 
berg, from Chatham superior  céurt. 
Lockwood pawned certain articles of per- 
sonal property with Muhlberg, a pawn- 
broker as security for a loan on which 
the pawnbroker charged him [0 per cent 
a month interest. After having paid 
the interest from month to month until 
he had paid back more than the pringi- 
pal with the legal rate of interest at 8 
per cent added, Lockwood went to Muhl- 
berg and demanded the return of his 
property. -Muhiberg refused to let him 
have it. 

Then Lockwood brought a bail in tro- 
ver suit for the recovery of the prop- 
erty, which he claimed, setting up the 
facts as stated. Muhlberg’s defense was 
based on section 2 of an ordinance of 
the city of Savannah, which permits 
pawnbrokers to charge 7 per cent a 
month on all loans over $25 and I|I0 per 
cent a month on all loang under that 
amount. He claimed that only the inter- 
est had been paid and that the ioay 
had practically been renewed. In Cnat- 
ham superior court Muhlberg’s conten- 
tion was sustained and the Savannan 
ordinance was upheld. 

The supreme court has reversed Judge 
Cann’s decision in this case, and held 
that the Savannah ordinance is uncon- 
stitutional, inoperative and invalid, . be- 
causé it contravenes the state law with 
| tegard to interest charges. 

In its headnotes, which set forth very 
clearly the supreme court’s view of the 
matter, as expressed by Associate Jus- 
tice Marcus A. Beck, the court says: 

“Those sections of the civil code. (civil 
code 2985; political code 735) which give 
to municipalities the right to define by 
ordinance the powers and privileges of 
pawnbrokers and to exercise over them 
genera! control, do not confer upon 
such corporations the power to allow 
pawnbrokers to charge usury. 

“A renewal thereof does not divest a 
usurious contract of its taint, although 
illegal interest thereon to the date of 
the renewal be then fully § paid.’’ 

As the Savannah ordinance contravenes 
a weneral state law it is held to be un- 
constitutional and. invalid.

He sub- 
mitted to the hyphen for the sake of the 
cash, which swelled his incomg to $250,- 
000 a year. Hence, the double barreled 
name which he wears. It makes a@ rather 
big mouthful, and to save the time that 
it takes to get it out, political friends 
and foes alike genreally refer to hig as 
“C.-B."" Incidentally, the abreviation is 
a tribute to his geniality and popularity... 
No one would ever have qdreamed of tak- 
ing a similar liberty with Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, for ingtance, who is some 
times credited with the fashionable hy- 
phen.

The labor problem is the mest serious 
one which the people of Hawall have to 
'meet. At present the mantal labor is 
‘largely done by Japanese, Chinese and 

Koreans—these together considerably ont- 
mbering the whifes and natives. gev- 
eral thousand Portuguese have been 
brought to the islands and have proven 
an excellent addition to the population. 
On the day that we were there the 
migration commission authorized the se- 
curing of a few Italian families with a 
view to testing their fitness for the cli- 
mate. The desire is to develop a homo- 
geneous population suited to the cond!- 
tions and resources of the !fslands. 

We returned from the sugar plantation 
in automobiles, stOpping at the countrr 
home of Mr. Damon, which was once a 
royal habitation. 

The present owner has collected manvr 
relics showing the Hfe, flabits and arts 
of the native Hawailans. 

Still nearer the town we yisited two 
splendid schools, one for native boys, the 
other for. native girls, built ¢rom_ the 
funds left by the nattve chiefs. The 
boys and girls were drawn up in. fron‘ 
of gone of the buildings and under the d- 
rection of their instructor sane the 
national anthem of the natives. now pre- 
served as-the territorial] hymn. Thev 
were a finely proportioned, well dressed 
and intelligent group, and are said to be 
studious and excellently behaved.

The public reception at the Royal Ha- 
waiian hotel gave us an opportunity to 
meet not only the prominent American 
and native citizens and thetr wives, but 
a large number of the artisans and la- 
porers of the various r@es, and we were 
pleased to note througHout the day the 
harmonious feeling which exists between 
the whites and the brown populatgen.

Poi, the 
staple food of the natives, was present 
in abundance, This is madé from a reat 
Or tuber known as taro, whieh grews 
in swamps anc has a leaf reseinbling eur 
plant commonly known as elephant’s ear; 
This tuber is ground to a pulp resembling 
paste and is served in polished woeden 
bowls, in the making of which the na- 
tives exhibit great skill, Next in interest 
came the fish and chicken, wrapped in 
the leaves of a plant ealled ti (pro- 
nounced like tea), and cooked under- 
ground by means of het stones. The fla- 
vor of food thus cooked {s excellent. The 
crowning glory of the feast was a roast- 
ed pig, also cooked under ground—and 
a toothsome dish it was. Besides these, 
there were bread frult, alligator pears 
and delicacies made from the meat of the 
cocoanut, The salt, a native product, was 
salmon colored. The invited guests were 
about equally divided between American 
and najive population. But for the ele- 
gant Surroundings of the Young. hotel, 


the . beautifully 
modern dress, it was such a dinner as 
might have been served by the natives to 
the whites on the first Thanksgiving 
after the New England missionaries 
landed. 

After a call upon Governor Carter, a 
descendant of the third generation from 
missionary stock, we visited the aguari- 
um. When we noticed on the printed 
programme that we Were scheduled for a 
visit to this place it did not impress us 
as possessing special interest, but we had 
not been in the building long before we 
were all roaring with laughter at. the 
remarkable specimens of the finny tribe

This is more than two-thirds of al] the 
wheat now raised by man. Our crop of 
last year was only 648,000,000 bushels, 
and it was the second fargest we have 
ever raised. [ believe the acreage was 
something like fifty miNions. The average 
Canadian, however, will tell you that 
their possible wheat area is far more 
than one hundred million acres, and that 
Canada can let one-third of its wheat 
lands tie idle and still control the mar- 
kets of the world. 
In the Wheat Fields. 

But come with me and take a look at 
this mighty granary. We shall go gn the 
Canadian Northern, one of the new rail- 
roads. Our companions are young men, 
many Of whom are land seekers and set- 
tlers. Some have money with them and 
others have their household effects on the 
way. There are colonist cars in front of 
the train, filled with emigrants from Eu- 
rope, and there are tourist sleepers con- 
taining farmers from the United States. 
Our route is through a new region. The 
track was laid two years ago, but all 
along it there are now plowed fields in- 
terspersed with unbroken prairie. The 
time is the autumn. The wheat hag been 
harvested and great straw stacks stand 
here and there over the plain. Much of 
the grain is still in the shock. It will 
be hauled direct to the thrasher, the 
wheat going almost straight from the 
field to the markets. 

Everywhere men are plowing. Notice 
the soil. It shines like black velvet un- 
der the sun. What mighty plows! Each 
is drawn by six horses and long lines of 
them follow one another over the fields. 
Here and there, at long distances, steam 
plows may be seen. 

The thrashing is still going on. We can 
see the smoke rising from the machines 
scattered over the landscape. The chaff 
filles out like smoke from the end of the 
stack.

HON. ROBERT G. ERWIN 
ONE OF GEORGIA’S SONS 


ON. ROBERT G. ERWIN, who, 
H dropped dead in a grove at Say- 

brook, Conn., yesterday, was a 
Georgian by birth and rearing, having: 
been born in Savannah, where he passed 
the greater part of his life and where he 
became known as one of the leading law- 
yers of the state and where he: began. 
his career as a most successful railroad 
manager. 
Death came to Mr. Erwin not only 
quickly and unexpectedly, but when he 
was yet apparently in the very prime of 
life, his age being only 5! years. 
Of a distinguished and brainy family 
Mr. Erwin was not dong in making his 
personality and his ability known after 
he was ad&nitted to the bar. While yet 
quite young he was graduated from 
Trinity college and returning to Savan- 
nah with the honors of his alma mater 
fresh upon him, he entered the office of 
Hartridge & Chisholm, then one of the 
leading law firms of that city, where he 
began the study of law. Being diligent 
and studious as well as bright, he was 
quickly prepared for the bar and upon 
his admission became a member of the 
firm, the style of the assoctation being 
Hartridge, Chisholm & Erwin. Subse- 
quently when Hon. Pleming duBignon, 
now a resident and an attorney of At- 
lanta, but then of Savannah, was a mém-. 
ber from the Savannah district of the 
state senate, of which body he was 
president, a new firm was created— 
Chisholm, Erwin & duBignon, After the 
death of Judg@ Chisholm his s0n was 
admitted to the firm, which was known 
as Erwin. duBignon & Chisholm. Still 
later William Law Clay, grandson of 
Ridge William Law, of Savannah,. be- 
came an associate in the practice of law 
with Mr. Erwin, the firm then being 
known as Erwin, duBignon, Chisholm & 
Clay. During al) these changes and the 
years through which they were occuring 
the firm was one of the leading legal 
quantities of that Georgia city, always 
famous for the excellence of its bar, Dur- 
ing a long period of years the firms with 
which Mr. Erwin was associated as 
counsel were the Plant system of rail- 
ways. the Southern Express Company, 
the Western Union Telegraph Company

pany. ‘Besides these clients the firm was 
the legal advisor for a number of the | 
leading banks of that city, to say nothing 
of its large clientele in other spheres of 
life. ‘ 
Made President of System. 
During the life of Mr. Plant, president 
of the system of railways bearing his 
name, Mr. Erwin was at all times in 
close contact with the great railroad 


builder, owner and promoter, No one 


elected preskient of that system. . 

Always a hard, thoughtful studerg, full 
of. energy and blessed with a good const!- 
tution, Mr. Erwin began a study of his 
new duties, neither did he stop his re- 
seaanches until he had mastered every de- 
tall of the business that was practically 
new to him. Much Nke his predecessor's 
administration of the Plant system of 
rallways was Mr. Erwin's. It was Mr. 
Erwin who, after becoming president of 
the Plant system of railways, made the 
sale of that system to the Atlantic Coast 
Line some four years ago. Then Mr. 
Erwin became president of the Coast 
Line and remained in the position until 
a few months ago, when he resigned. He 
was also a member of the board Of con- 
trol as well as a member of the Doard 
of directors of the systems of railways 
and still had those memberships when 
death came to him. : 

Mr. Erwin’s railroad duties necessitate 
his presence in the east a great part 
of his time, and some twelve years ago 
he moved to Hartford, Conn., but made 
his office headquarters in New York city, 
where he capidly forged to the front as 
one of the most suctessful and thor- 
ough railroad men of the country. 

In the later '70s Mr. Erwin was unitei 
in marriage to Miss Julia Rogers, cf 
Hartford.

in business and intimate gocially, and as 
companions. For that reason Mr, duBig- 
mon can speak of him as few- others 
can. 

Mr. duBignon’s Tribute. 

“Mr. Erwin,’ said Mr. duBignon last 
night. at his home on Peachtree, ‘was 
one of the rarest men [I ever met. Pure. 
kind, gentle, ever pleasant, always ready 
to battle for the right, {t has been my 
pleasure to meet few, very few, like 
him. He was one of the most charming 
men I have ever met, and if he had made 
an enemy in life I know not of it. He 
was a careful, successful and popular 
practitioner, and was considered one of 
the leading tmaembers of the state bar. 
That that fact was admitted by the su- 
preme court of Georgia as is well-known 
in Savannah, as well as elsewhere. He 
was a pure, clean man, always loyal 
and ever !ovable. He never undertook 
anything without giving it a complete ani 
ethaustive study. When he was elected 
presMient of the Plant system of rail- 
ways he put his time and his mind upon 
that line of work, and never ceased his 
efforts until he felt his ability to dis- 
charge successfully the duties devoly- 
ing upon him.
